A Toronto dispatch says: The whole- 
sale resignation of Canadian Methodist 
missionaries in Japan, as stated in this 
correspondence, is coufirmed. Following 
that of Rev. Dr. Eby, comes that of Rev. 
Mr. Cassidy, who is here on furlough. -The 


next mail brought from Japan the joint re- 
signation of the six missionaries in that 
country because of the action of the mission 
board in its financial dealings with the mis- 
sionaries. Dr. McDonald, who is practising 


his profession there, is now the only 
Canadian Methodist missionary in Japan. 

Free Press: The condition of the work- 
ing classes in Montreal seems to grow worse 
instead of better. At the best of times the 
numbers that have been attracted from the 
rural districts have tended to keep the price 
of labor attue loweet point, but it was 
thought that while the policy of protection 
was baneful to the country at large it would 
serve to keep Montreal, Toronto anda few 
other cities in a state of prosperity. But it 
fails even in that. Large bodies of men 
march to the city hall demanding work, de- 
claring that they are in abject want and 
can wait no longer. Charitable persous are 
able to afford some relief, but the amount 
of destitution is far too great for them to 
cope with ; and even the eighteen ministers 
at Ottawa are unable to devise a policy 
that will give bread to the masses, however 
much caviare and champagne it may give 
to the mill owners. 

Francois Felix Faure, member of the 
chamber of deputies for Seine Inferieur, was 
elected president of France on Jan. 17th, 
in the place of Casimir Perier who had re- 
signed the day before. The vote of the 
chamber of deputies was 430 Faure, 361 
Brisson. On the first vote M. Brisson had 
338 against Faure’s 244, and Waldeck 
Rousseau 184. The socialists supported 
M. Brisson which caused the conservatives 
tounite on M. Faure. Both Faure and 
Brisson are moderate republicans, of the 
same party as the retiring president.

If we want representation, it will cost 
some labor and pains between now and 
the day of election to get it. If wedo 
not want it sufficiently to make us take 
intelligent action atthe right time let

a total shortage for the half year of $2,208, 
000, At the same rate this will give a de- 
ficit for the year of over four million dollars. 


Chas. Micthell and two other miners 
named Moore and McMillan, owners of the 
Eureka mine, while returning to the mine 
from Kaslo, B. C., were killed in a snow 
slide, ten miles from that town.

Free Press: It is learned that General 
Booth, of the Salvation Army, while in 
Manitoba was very favorably impressed 
with this province, and has it under con- 
sideration for his over the sea colony. The 
general was able to see many advantages 
which the Canadian Northwest presents as 
a field for settlement, and many more were 
brought to his attention by the local officers 
of the Army. The western states are mak- 
ing tempting offers for the Salvation colony, 
but Manitoba’s chances are excellent. 
General Booth is now en route to the Dom- 
inion capital, and will there interview the 
government on the subject.

The MacLeod Gazette has an editorial 
based on the recent dismissal of a constable 
from the police force for drunkenness, in 

ursuance of the policy of reducing the 
orce. The Gazette says: It has been 
urged that, when Sinclair re-engaged the 
last time, it was with the expressed con- 
dition that, if he came up for the offence in 
question, he was to be dismissed. We sub- 
mit that, whoever was responsible for im- 
posing this condition, was guilty of a most 
unwarrantable piece of tyranny and bully- 
ing. Sinclair only wanted a few more 
years to entitle him to a pension, and he 
was forced either to submit to an unjust and 
arbitrary condition, or to forfeit all claim to 
it and leave the force under circumstances 
amounting practically to a dismissal for a 
crime which he had not committed. Theaction 
of the authorities in turning out Sinclair 
and others at this time of the year is not 
only everything else that has been said of it, 
but is positive cruelty. To turn these men 
loose in the depthfof winter, penniless and 
shelterless and practically without clothes 
on their backs, when no work can be ob- 
tained, is the refinement of cruelty, and 
merits the censure and condemnation of 
every right thinking man. Another point 
of view from which to look at the matter is 
this. Canteens have been for some years 
established at several of the police posts, 
and it is far from improbable that, for some 
of the sprees for which men are so terribly 
punished, the government are themselves 
directly responsible. In conclusion we 
would point out that the present vicious, 
unjust and despicable method of reducing 
the numbers of the force should be put a 
stop to without a moment’s delay. If it 
were only the worthless members of the 
force who were so disposed of, there might 
be the least possible excuse for it, but it 
most crenanil happens that the best mea 
occasionly indulge a little too freely and to 
keep a helpless aud useless man because he 
dosen't to have the nerve to get in- 
to a little occasional trouble, and dismiss 
long service, valuable and efficient men be- 
cause of a little spree, which in any other 


service would be punished by a few days
